-now 1b an opportune time to review the ac- 
tlviUes of the Industrial committee. 

It was three, and ono halt years ago, while 
on a scouting trip to the San f mnclsco bay 
—area, .that_f o ur_r eprcsen tatlves_of-tlie _Twla 
Falls Chamber of Commerce Industrial com- 
mittee first contacted W. A, Coon, vice pres. 
Ident and western general menager Of Ar- 
mour and company. 

They urged that If Armour had any new 
plants In mind It give serious consideration 
to locating In Twin Falls or somewhere else 
In Magic Valley. Mr. Coon listened atten. 
tlvely, appeared Impressed by their story 
and finally observed In effect that "some 
pecking pl^t will probably be locating in

This was but one of many contacts made 
with prospective Industries at the time by 
those on that particular trip: Mitchell 
Hunt, then secretary- manager of the cham- 
ber; Warren.

These men and the other seven members 
of the commlUee carried on in following up 
the various bay area contacts, including 
Armour.
